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SCHOOL REPORT. 


Summer Terms. 


It is a pleasure to be able to report a great improvement in 
the schools this summer over those of last. No failures occur- 
red, while generally the successes were decided and gratifying. 
The discipline was especially commendable, but few instances 
of play being noticed by the committee at any of his visits, 
while in Nos. 3, 4, 6, 9, and 12, he was told that hardly a case of 
whispering occurred during their entire terms, All this is ac- 
complishing a great deal—let faithful teachers and scholars have 
the praise. If, in one or two instances, the record is not quite 
pleasing, I can only regret that greater care was not taken by 
those concerned to have something better to record. 


No.1. Jennre M. Nesmiru. This being the first term after 
the union of Nos. 1 and 13, but little more could be done than 
to harmonize the very dissimilar classes and get things in trim 
for future progress. No teacher labored harder or more consci- 
entiously, and it is to be regretted that the anomalous condition 
of the school, and some peculiarities of teaching, prevented her 
labors from showing as they might otherwise have done. A 
more rigid system, less prompting by the teacher, and fewer in- 
terruptions during recitations, would have been improvements. 
Three times as many tardy marks as in all the other schools 
combined! 


No. 2. Exxien F. Kyiaur. This school accomplished but 
little; partly because the teacher “ did not expect to teach again,” 
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partly because three or four little boys tried to see how roguish 
they could be; but chietly because too many of the parents do 
not attend properly to the conduct of their children abroad as 
well as at home,—this last evil, unfortunately, is not confined 
entirely to No. 2. By strenuous exertions the teacher succeed-_ 
ed, toward the last, in bringing some order out of the chaos, 
and had she exerted her strength at commencement, the school 
might have been a good one. Can it be that the people of this 
district, by their apathy and neglect, will allow their school to 
relapse into the place some time ago vacated by No. 13, as the 
most ungovernable, backward, and worthless in town? Certain- 
ly it is making rapid strides in that direction. 


No. 8. Serena P. Wuitnry. <A good school,—the best. 
Where parents, teacher, and scholars all work together in har- 
mony, there is no difficulty in securing good results. To bring 
and keep all thus in harmony, however, is one of the highest re- 
sults of teacher art, which few know so well how to accomplish 
as Miss Whitney. Though a little too much given to forms 
perhaps, to suit some, yet she has ever shown herself one of our 
most skillful and successful teachers, and prudential committees 
can hardly do better than to secure her services when possible. 


No.4. Mary F. Sawyer. Another good school. Inno oth- 
er examination were sO many questions answered by so few 
scholars and with so few mistakes. The great beauty of Miss 
Sawyer’s teaching is thoroughness. The mistake she is likely 
to make is too close confinement to text-books. But this last is 
the fault of most of our teachers,—scholars are not taught to 
investigate and think for themselves, and the moment they 
cut loose from their books they are lost. By all means Miss 
Sawyer should have a chance to try her strength in a larger 
school. 


No.5. Amorretr A. Hopkins. There was more whispering 
here than in most of the schools. Still the appearance was 
otherwise good, and the term seemed to be a profitable one. 
The patience and success of the teacher with some scholars who 
have heretofore been sadly neglected, cannot be too highly com- 
mended. 
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No. 6. Fannie F. Nesmirn. A teacher—active, intelligent, 
energetic,—who knows how to make her work tell. The dis- 
trict seemed well satisfied with her efforts,—the committee cer- 
tainly was. Misses Richardson and Marshall gave a fine exhi- 
bition in arithmetic at close of term, reciting seemingly half the 
book without question or mistake. But scholars should remem- 
ber that it is not the power to repeat words, but the ability to 
investigate for one’s self, to solve problems, to unfold principles 
to the understanding of others, that is the true test of scholar- 
ship. 


No.9. Laura G. Grirrin. <A pleasant little school, appar- 
ently satisfactory to most of its patrons. All teachers have to 
learn their trade, and Miss Griffin is not an exception to the 
rule; but with experience, and much more energy of method, it 
is to be hoped she will abundantly succeed. 


No. 12. Nerrre Lirrie. Parents and scholars in this dis- 
trict always do their part. The teacher was very careful and 
diligent to do hers. The progress was commendable, but more 
enthusiasm would have increased it considerably. Much enthu- 
siasm, however, is almost an impossibility in schools of six schol- 
ars or Classes of one or two. 


Expecting soon to leave town, I resign my charge, leaving 
nny general remarks to be made by my successor, and not 
doubting but that, under abler superintendence, the schools in 
winter will show a marked improvement over those of the sum- 
mer,

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Winter Schools. 


No. 1 Grammar Scuoor. Erra F. Gace. Miss Gage 
though an entire stranger to us at the commencement of the 
school, soon gained the entire confidence of both scholars and 
parents, and therefore could scarcely fail of success. Without 
any apparent effort she had complete control of the school, and 
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the order was almost perfect; a thing rather new, I conclude, to 
school house where she taught. Her instruction was very ex- 
act and positive, and the progress of the scholars was beyond all 
precedent in this district. 


No. 1. Primary Department. M. Emuinr Emerson. Al- 
though this teacher was well known and had taught the Win- 
terrschool in this school house, successfully in 1866-7, yet there 
was much interest to know how she would adapt herself to the 
new order of things, and instruct and amuse “little folks.” She 
soon proved herself “mistress of the situation.” She performed 
her part as both teacher and nurse in a most.admirable manner. 
All agree, I believe, that the children learned nearly if not quite 
double what they ever learned in any winter term before. 


No 2. Jown H. Farnsworrn. A faithful, earnest, and m- 
dustrious teacher, but failed to gain the sympathy and co-oper- 
ation of his pupils and their parents.. He probably needed a 
little more firmness and resolution to have complete success in 
this school. 


No. 3. Henry Gove. This district can boast of some ot 
the best scholars in town. The teacher is a young man of great 
energy and efficiency and inspired his pupils with no small de- 
gree-of enthusiasm. The ealling of the roll and noting tardi- 
ness after a portion of the forenoon exercises are passed, exerts a. 
bad influence upon the school and is unfair towards other dis- 
tricts. 


No. 4. Samus, T. Durrox. <A very pleasant and profita- 
ble school. The sickness of the. teacher prevented any exami- 
nation at the close of the term, but from report and what I saw 
when I visited the school, I have no doubt that it was a success- 
ful term. A short Fall term was taught by Miss M. J. Parker. 
This school appeared well, 


No. 5. James T. Woopsury. It has frequently been said 
that we are not sure aman will be a good teacher because he is 
a good scholar. This proved true in this case. A good scholar 
and an exceedingly inefficient teacher. There seemed to be no 
life and energy in either teacher or scholars. The register shows 
anunusual amount of tardy marks, owing as I understand, to

the fact that the school was frequently commenced half an hour 
before nine o’clock, for the purpose probably of giving the teach- 
er extra time at night to attend to his own affairs. 
° 

No. 6. Marra M. Perxins. A little more experience will 
inake Miss Perkins a first class teacher. Her instruction was: 
very clear, distinct and correct. The order of the school was 
excellent. It is to be regretted that the praise expressed by the 
Superintendent in his report last year should have deprived one 
of the children of the district of the privileges of this school. 


No. 7. JENNIE A. Witson. A fair teacher. She did not 
fully appreciate the importance of accuracy in teaching. Small 
scholars as well as large should be instructed with the utmost 
precision, 


No. & Apsy J, PircHEr. This school has not closed yet, 
but appeared to be doing well when visited. 


No, 9. Mary F. KNowiron. A very good ‘school. There 
seemed to be great sympathy and good feeling between. teacher 
and scholars, and everything appeared to pass off smoothly. A. 
little more life and animation would have benefited the school. 


No. 10. Jennie M. Nesmiru. This school. is still keeping, 
and its two scholars are being faithfully instructed by an expe- 
rienced and successful teacher. 


No. 12. Lizzie 8. Tenney. If Miss Tenney could have had 
about three times as many scholars: like. the: few she-did have, 
and had managed them as well as she did this school, we: might. 
have called it a model school. Life, spirit-.and. energy, so. desira- 
ble everywhere, was not lacking in this teacher, and. the great 
interest she took in the: progress of each scholar was-manifest to. 
all. 


No. 13. Luem A. Turtix. As good a sehool as: could well. 
be, we think, with only four scholars. The school was. well. 
taught, and made considerable: progress. 
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Remarks. 

I cannot say positively what the success of our winter schools 
has been, compared with former years, but I feel safe in express- 
ing the opinion that they have been more prosperous, on the 
whole, than usual. The interest in them manifested by parents 
and citizens is on the increase. When the fathers and the moth- 
ers of the whole town get waked up to the performance of their 
whole duty to the common schools, we shall then see a grand 
improvement on their present condition. The union of Districts 
numbered 1 and 13 has thus far proved more valuable to the in- 
terests of all concerned than the most sanguine friends of the 
movement anticipated. The district has had money enough to 
be able to have long schools and employ the best of teachers 
through the year, and the prosperity of the schools has been un- 
exampled. A new life and enthusiasm has been inspired into 
both citizens and scholars, and the term “ most inanimate of all 
our schools” cannot again be applied to this district. The reg- 
isters show that a large number of persons have visited these 
schools, which is almost a sure sign of a satisfactory result. I 
notice in examining the list of visitors, that not one of those 
known to be opposed to the union of these districts has entered 
either school house in school hours during the year; fearing, 
it would seem, that what they might see and learn, if they should 
do so, would be too convincing a proof of their error in judg- 
ment. It is to be hoped that the time will soon come when oth- 
er important changes may be made. The most desirable change, 
it seems to me, is the union of Districts numbered 2 and 12. If 
this could be done and have three terms of school, one com- 
mencing about the middle of May, one about August 20, and 
one about the middle of November; have the small scholars at- 
tend the summer and fall terms, and be excluded from the win- 
ter term; an advantage of great value, in my humble opinion, 
would accrue to these districts. 

- The school house in district No. 5, is in a most miserably di- 
lapidated condition. . I most sincerely hope that the citizens of 
this district will at once proceed to demolish the old house and 
erect a new and suitable one. Have it done before another 
school is kept, and thus insure the safety as well as comfort of 
your children.
